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Pharmacy colleges consider Arabization of curricula

AS WITH all the other previous 
medical sciences, pharmacy has 
witnessed an advancement in the 
5-10 yearB to such an extent that 
has necessitated the addition of 
new material to its teaching cour- 
ses, and radical revision of the 
carricula of the various pharmacy 
colleges in the Arab World. 

Out of their realization of the 
critical need for co-operation and 
co-ordination, the deans of phar- 
macy colleges in the world met 
together and decided to regularly 
discuss both amongst themselves, 
with the Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tions, and with the Pharmaceutical 
Industry, the very critical issues 
that face the pharmacy profession 
in general and its teaching In parti- 
cular. 

Thus, the deans of the colleges 
of pharmacy throughout the Arab 
world held their first conference in 
Libya two years ago, and the sec- 
ond one. they held here in the Un- 
iversity of Jordan on 22, 23 
November. The participating coun- 
tries were Iraq, Syria, Sudan, Tuni- 
sia, Algeria, Libya, Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia, In addition to Jor- 
- dan. 

In an Interview with the Star, Dr 
Turk dean of the school of phar- 
macy in the UOJ said that the 
conference focused on discussing 
the recommendations of the last 
conference, and discussing the 
different csrricula of pharmacy In 
the Arab World, with view to mak- 
ing pharmacy colleges comp- 
lementary to each other. 

The conference, Dr Turk said, 
also looked at the possibility of 
translating pharmacy books into 
Arabic so that pharmacy can be 
taught In Arabic. "We hoped" he 
added, "to establish The Arabic 
Academy for Pharmaceutical 


Sciences, The Sciencific Depart- 
ment In the Arab Pharmaceutical 
Council, and also to discuss mu- 
tual co-operation between the dif- 
ferent colleges, In terms of exper- 
ience exchange, faculty exchange 
and finally to supervise over the 
post-graduate programmes given 
In the different colleges. 

Dr Turk said: "the College of 
Pharmacy here graduates phar- 
macists with a good basic knowl- 
edge of clinical pharmacy, com- 
munity pharmacy and industrial 
pharmacy, but it hopes to esta- 
blish an independent specializa- 
tion in clinical pharmacy after a 
few years in order to give the me- 
dical profession the time needed 
to accept the new role of the clini- 
cal pharmacist. We have started 
to change thB carricula by In- 
creasing the hours of the basic 
medical sciences taught to pre- 
pare the student for a wider clini- 
cal background. By doing so, we 
hope that In 5 to 10 years, we 
would be able to establish a 
branch of clinical pharmacy In our 
college. 

The conclusions of the con- 
ference: 

Even though the conference dis- 
cussed a number of issues and 
came up with some recommenda- 
tions it achieved two major points- 
1 agreed on the establishment of 
he Arab Academy for Pharmaceu- 
tical Sciences which will be 
concerned with pharmaceutical 
research, the carricula of the dif- 
ferent colleges in the Arab World 
This Academy will also be 
concerned with the establishment 
of the national formularies for the 
Arab pharmacists. 

"The formation of the Arab 
Academy Is considered as a major 
breakthrough that resulted from 
this conference.'*

THE AMMAN extraordinary summit 
boosted the international efforts to 
reinforce the Implementation of UN 
Security Council Resolution 598 
edina tor a complete ceasefire, 
tfftjrawal to International borders 
and an end to the Gulf war. 

This was the conclusion reached 
by the participants In the Third 
Session of the Euro-Arab dialogue 
held in Amman on 29-30 November 
1987 under the patronage of His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hsssan. 

The participants at the dialogue 
stressed the urgent need to adopt 
a new resolution calling for an armB 
mbargo on the party which rejects 
Resolution 598, thus hindering the 
peace process. They called on the 
fltemaiional arena to stop sup- 
plying arms to Iran, in order to put 
sn end to the destructive war. 

Officials, scholars and thinkers 
attending the dialogue argued that 
Die priority of issues of concern In 
the Middle East region have 
changed, as the Gulf war has be- 
come mors pre-eminent and a vital 
issue of stability and Instability. 

They said that the Arab World is 
IMng through one of its most Inse- 
cure periods which is affecting the 
international community.

argued that Paris gives unwavering 
support to Iraq, and it is the second 
arms supplier to Iraq after the 
Soviet Union. 

Many Western scholars argued 
that the European countries' stand 
toward the Gulf war was more 
opportunistic than politically In- 
spired, "It did not amount to an 
open support In favour of either of 
the Arabs or the Iranians," said DR 
Roberto Aliboni. 

The European participants in 
general, supported the fact that, 
according to Western belief, an 
Iranian victory over Iraq can't be 
permitted "because it would have 
a sweeping destabilizing effect on 
the Arab World. However the West- 
ern side has the belief that Iran 
can’t be entirely left to frustration." 
So, European countries have to 


find a way to restore, political and 
diplomatic co-operation with Iran. 

Here; Dr Kamal Abu Jaber, a 
political science professor at Jor- 
dan University questions If the 
Europeans, with the legacy that 
they have left In the area, one 
serious in their dialogue with the 
Arab world. He maintained that 
politically, Europe has abandoned 
the Arab field to the US and the 
Soviet Union. "There has been a lot 
of talk, but little action," he argued. 
Expressions of sentiment and oral 
support is not enough, he added. 
Europe should feel the sense of 
moral responsibility and may ba 
even guilt and duty towards the 
Arab World. 

Commentators in the dialogue 
argued that Western countries 
found it difficult to take aides In the 


Gulf crisis for many reasons. Some 
of the reasons mentioned were: 
The refusal of the Gulf Co-opera- 
tion Council countries' (GCC) to 
allow the US to increase Ils direct 
military access to the region; and 
the fear that siding with Iraq could 
"throw Iran into Soviet arms and 
stir up more or less open opposi- 
tion In Israel." 

Today there are 80 Western 
warships present in the Gulf, of 
which 40 belong to the West Euro- 
pean countries, said Dr Aliboni. He 
adds that this European involve- 
ment goes back to changing secur- 
ity conditions in Europe. European 
countries want the US support for 
their security to maintain that sup- 
port, they have to meet US security 
requirements In other regions, par- 
ticularly in the Gulf. 

Dr Zu'bi, on the other hand, 
argued that both the Soviet Union 
and the United States have diffe- 
rent and conflicting Interests in the 
gulf, and that is why they are 
deliberately maintaining cautious 
and neutral policies towards the 
war. 

He stressed that the future of the 
Gulf depends on the war, and that 
tha role of the superpowers, espe- 
cially the US, to protect "non- 
belligerent’’ countries and maintain 
freedom of navigation, though Im- 
portant, remains only secondary. 

Observers argued that the basic 
reason for the superpowers' In- 
volvement and presence in the Gulf 
is to protect their strategic Interests 
In the region. A consensus was 
formed that neither of the two 
superpowers wanted a victory or 
loss of both parties In the crisis.

Moreover, Iran Is completely 
convinced that that the Arab coun- 
tries, particularly Egypt, will not 
Intervene directly in the war to 
support Iran. Thus, the Iranians are 
convinced that their winning the 
war is certain. Ukewlsa, Dr Allbanl 
from Italy maintained that the Ira- 
nian leadership at present Is the 
victim of its own propaganda. 
"They continue the war because 
they want to save face,” he added. 

Dr Edward Martiner, on the other 
hand, stated that the British atti- 
tude has been "neutral" in the 
conflict and refused to sell arms to 
either side. Its impartiality has been 
more consistent than the USA s as 
the latter sold weapons to Iran 
while publicly admonishing those 
of its allies wno were suspected of 
doing the same." 

Britain called for the full Imple- 
mentation of UN Resolution 59B 
and urged the Security Council to 
proceed to a second resolution 
Imposing an arms embargo, name- 
ly on Iran — the combatant that fails 
to comply with Resolution 598. 

But does that mean that Britain 
sided with the Arab countries in this 
war, and Is it politically wise for any 
Western European country to take 
sides in this particular conflict? 
Here the balance between benefits 
and costs remains somewhat un- 
clear ad uncertain. 

Dr Roberto Aliboni maintained 
that up to a very recent date. 
Western European countries have 
neglected the Gulf crisis. He stres- 1 
sed that it would be unfair to say 
these countries took siaes, as it 
would equally be unfair to say mat 
they were as neutral as thd USA. 
He said that both the Federal Re- 
public of Germany and Italy ex- 
changed trade with Iran, while, at 
the same time, France opwily sided 
with 1 Iraq and sold Baghdad 
weapons. ■

THE EXTRAORDINARY summit of 
the League of Arab Stales held in 
Amman between 8 and 1 1 Novem- 
ber 1087. has been hailed as a 
triumph for Jordanian diplomacy by 
friend and foe alike. Modest as we 
are In Jordan, we graciously ack- 
nowledge this assessment and ex- 
press our thanks to all. However 
whet was at stake was not Jorda- 
nian diplomacy. At stake was the 
collective Arab will which had been 
riven by conflict, strife and mistrust. 
Tne fact that no full Arab summit 
could be convened for five years 
prior to tha Amman meeting spoke 
volumes for the tragic state of 
Inter-Arab relations. The Arab lead- 
ers came to Amman and their 
countries’ security threatened, their 
territorial Integrity questioned and 
the survival of their states chal- 
lenged. They were apprehensive 
about the present and uncertain of 
the future. The question of Arab 
collective security was staring them 
in the face, demanding Immediate 
and comprehensive action to pro- 
tect the Arab order and preserve its 
distinct Identity. -

Superpowers co-operation and the 
unanimous vote on Security Coun- 
cil Resolution 598 to end the Gulf 
war has injected a fresh impetus In 
the work of the UN, and given us a 
new hope that at last the two 
superpowers have agreed to grap- 
ple with world problems in earnest 
and jointly. Their collaboration in 
this field is certainly long over-due. 
We Arabs have always impressed 
on various figures and representa- 
tives of the US and the USSR the 
desperate need for such Joint ac- 
tion to defuse the highly explosive 
situation in the Middle East, and 
assist in the resolution of afi out- 
standing conflicts fn our troubled 
region. The Arab summit resolution- 
In support of 598 Is a clear Indica- 
tion that the Arab world in its 
entirety demands the implementa- 
tion of these provisions. 

We have long recognized that 
the danger Implicit In the gulf war 
goes beyond the two Immediate 
adversaries: Iraq and Iran. It 
threatens the stability and the 
security of the entire region. The 
insidious perils of fragmentation 
and radicallzation entailed In the 
fundamentalist religious cam- 
paigns undermines the very fabirc 
of sovereign state system In the 
Middle East. Moreover, the 
strategic importance of the Gulf 
and the magnitude of Its oil re- 
sources, coupled with the threat of 
escalation of the war has led to the 
deployment of considerable naval 
forces: American, Soviet and Euro- 
pean, adding to the risks of 
touching off a wider conflagration. 

The presence of these naval 
forces is of considerable Interest 
and concern to all of us. What is so 
mystifying Is the purpose of this 
presence. No one in the US, or In 
Europe for that matter, has asked 
the question as to what ft Is that the 
American naval task force in par- 
tfcuiar Is supposed to be doing in 
the Gulf - there are basically four

"All these stages have to be 
worked on before advertising as a 
business can begin to grow and 
also become a part of the consum- 
ers' everyday life," he added. 
"Having applied this ‘hierarchy of 
ethics' model in educating the con- 
sumers, the advertisers are now 
able to reach a lot of the local 
consumers," he said. 

The outcome of the educational 
campaign Is one that most adver- 
tising agencies In Jordan have 
taken advantage of. As businesses 
become more aware of the effec- 
tiveness of advertising, a need to 
produce tho best possible services 
- hence bring about competition - 
has been created among the few 
top advertising agencies in Jordan. 
"When I started working In the 
advertising business here In Jordan 
13 years ago. the advertising con- 
cept in a nucleus form did not 
exist," 9aid Mr Basim Dajani, direc- 
tor of Jerusalem/Intermarkets 
Advertising Agency In Jordan. "Not 
so many people knew what adver- 
tisement could do. But over the 
past 10 years, the advertising mar- 


volved," he added. 

The other problem that needs to 
be overcome if the advertising In- 
dustry is to continue to expand Is 
for the businesses that only adver- 
tise products or services once or 
twice, to realize that there has to be 
a systematic and continuous 
approach to advertising if there are 
to be any long term positive results, 
stated Dr Muala. “Without this, 


there can never be any effective 
results on sales," he added. 

As the advertising business In 
Jordan Is still growing, many laws 
and regulations which are aimed al 
checking abuses or Infringements 
of one sort or another, and which 
are normally Imposed on advertis- 
ers In the more developed coun- 
tries, have not yet been established 
in Jordan. Examples of these are 
copyright laws and formally written 
contracts between the client and 
advertising agency. The absence of 
such laws nave in some ways 
slowed down the growth of adver- 
tising agencies. 

“If the local media would start 
working professionally with adver-

Therefore, when a lot of the 
advertisements are created, the 
Arab culture has to be taken Into 
account. This will also work to the 
advantage of the advertising agen- 
cies as they will not run the risk of 
creating advertisments which 
could possibly Insult the public. 

"Customs in this part of the 
world are different from those In the 
West, therefore you have to be 
careful not to offend anyone," said 
Nicholas Buxcey, creative manager 
of Jerusalem/Intermarkets. Tne 
fact that the advertising industry in 
Jordan is one that has not yet 
expanded as that of more de- 
veloped countries, the creative per- 


sonnel of the advertising industry 
should seize this opportunity and 
use it to expand their influence and 
growth. 

"There Is joy working with some 
of the local clients because a large 
number of them have not been 
exposed to the western media. 
Therefore, some of the ideas they 
come up with are refreshing In a 
way," stated Buxcey. 

The growing demands of some 
clients In terms of the quality of 
services rendered by some of them 
to advertising agencies in Jordan 
has helped upgrade the overall 
quality of work produced by agen- 
cies. “Clients are no longer satis- 
fied with tha old type of services 
where they usually took what was 
produced for them by the agency," 
stated another local advertiser who 
spoke under the condition of 
anonymity. “The final products 
have to bB a reflection of what the 
clients ask for. Such demands have 
also brought upon the reshuffling of 
agencies, he added. 

Top advertising agencies have 
also began to make their own 
demands on their clients. For inst- 
ance, some agencies have now 
become selective on whom they 
will do business with. Some agen- 
cies will only do business with 
clients whose products they know 
has a big name and is already on 
the market, stated a local advertis- 
er who did not want his name 
published. 

There is no doubt that the adver- 
tising industry in Jordan and the 


K ubllc's response to the industry 
as tremendously improved over 
the last couple of years. However, 
as long as tne media and advertis- 
ing agencies remain separate pro- 
fessionally, there can be nothing 
done to force local business to go 
through agencies before placing an 
advertisement in the media. There 
Is still no way to tell as to how this 
will affect the existing advertising 
agencies in the country as Jordan 
still lacks audit bureaus. Nonethe- 
less, It is still encouraging to see 
some agencies competing against 
one another.

It is imperative that the problems 
of the Middle East are addressed at 
a regional level. The Iran-Fraq con- 
flict bears many similarities to the 
Arab-lsraell dispute. In some ways 
they are directFy related and cannot 
be separated. Iran occupies a 
geostrategic position of consider- 
able importance and what happens 
to that country as well as to the 
region would have much wider 
repercussions than merely the 
general concern with the free flow 
of oil supplies to the West, or the 
Western strategic advantage over 
the Soviet Union, both of which 
may prove marginal and ephemeral 
factors. As such Iran should not be 
allowed to use its important 
strategic position as Israel has ex- 
ploited its close alliance with the 
United States to vitiate all interna- 
tional action.

For example. In Jordan, the ma- 
jority of coffee consumers 
prefer their coffee dark roasted 
and coarse ground. Cardomom 
Is added in very small quanti- 
ties, as well as suQar in accor- 
dance with Individual tastes. 

However the sweet Arabic 
coffee we drink In Jordan dif- 
fers from the bitter traditional 
Arabic coffee we call “sadah", 
without sugar and usually more 
cardomom Is added than in the 
sweet one. 

Though the weat through the 
years has given coffee drunk In 
the Middle East the general 
name of 'Turkish coffee", their 
coffee Is relatively similar to 
the coffee consumed In Jordan, 
with the difference of boiling • 
our coffee more than the Tur- 
kish one.

houses were spreading around 
the world, various rulers and 
clergy men were wary of what 
evil schemes might come out of 
such public gatherings. 

When the people of Boston In 
1773 revolted against the high 
tax King George had placed on 
tea, they raided the ships and 
threw their cargoes of tea into 
the sea. This event became 
known as the "Boston Tea 
Party" and afterwards it is said 
that Boston people as well as 
other Americans changed from 
drinking tea to coffee. 

Coffee drinking has kept its im- 
portance through the years as 
a social drink. "It is a sign of 
hospitality and friendship," 
summarized Ghaleb El Farouki. 
Come and have coffee with 
me," is a way of extending a 
hand of friendship and esta- 
blishing a closer relationship 
with one another, 

In Jordan, coffee drinking, be It 
the sadah or sweet coffee, has 
been Integrated In our cultural 
tradition. When the head 5 of a 
family (Al-Jaha) approach 
another party in quest of a fav- 
our or the hand of a bride, the 
host party as a gesture of 
friendship, offers coffee. The 
head of Al Jaha, who is usually 
the oldest in the family would 
say, "We will not drink your 
coffee until you grant us the 
honour of your daughter's 
hand..., or your forgiveness for 
so and so." 

In addition to coffee's Impor- 
tance in social human relation- 
ships and In world trade, coffee 
was used by ancient Arabs as 
medicine. Herbalists and doc- 
tors were the first users of cof- 
fee In European countries. 
They believed, with some exag- 
geration, that it was a cure for 
drunkeness, consumption, ca- 
tarrh, gout, scurvy end small- 
pox. 

In recent years arguments 
about the effects of coffee on 
health have reached the high- 
est level. Those who are for 
coffee drinking say that studies 
reveal that people do not drink 
coffee because their bodies 
demand It, but for a range of 
psychological reasons. ■ The 
dally practice of drinking a hot, 
aromatic, pleasantly- 

flavoured beverage establishes 
a comfortable pattern. 

Others regard the caffeine 
contained In coffee as quite 
harmful. Contrary to old beliefs, 
doctors nowadays do not re- 
commend coffee drinking for 
patients with gout. It Is prohi- 
bited for patients with hyper- 
tension, acidity, ulcers and In- 
somnia. Coffee, . or to be more 
accurate, the caffeine, In- 
creases nervousness, Insom- 
nia. arrhythmia and pulsation. 

Regardless of the dangers,- cof- 
fa® J s still widely consumed 
and Is Important In world trade 
It Is quite amazing that there is 
a whole history of economic 
interplay, human cultural rela- 
tionships and even political 
Interference in one- single cud 
of coffee. .

COFFEE, A crucial determinant of 
macroeconomic policies, the fac- 
toral differential which offsets the 
standard deviation between coeffi- 
cient variances and the correlation 
constancies. 

What does that mean? 

Coffee, which Is a net earner of 
foreign exchange, accounts for two 
thirds of agricultural exports. Prices 
for this commodity can vary as 
muoh as 60 per cent - and a 
change can affect the value of the 
US dollar all over the world. 

Accordingly, fluctuations in cof- 
fee prices pose special problems 
for macroeconomic management,

Hassan, addressing partici- 
pants at the opening ses- 
sion, said oil had been and 
would continue to be the 
main element for economic 
development and political 
stability. He said that oil will 
continue to serve as a 
means for improving the liv- 
ing conditions of the Arab 
world and for promoting 
economic progress in oil 
consumer countries. 

The Crown Prince ex- 
pressed hope that such 
co-operation would be de- 
monstrated in the planned 
dialogue between the EEC 
and the Gulf Co-operation 
Council (GCC).

"Shocks and reactions 
are traumatic to all 
concerned. In the long run 
they hurt Arabs and Eu- 
ropeans alike. The 
present calm environment 
may be the beat time to 
come to terms and work 
out an Arab-European 
understanding and an 
Arb-European middle path 
and this Is the time to dis- 
cuss mutual commit- 
ments to accommodate 
the legitimate Interests of 
both sides."

The seminar, he said, exhi-

the world.

ACCORDING TO Svend Erik 
Hormand, the Dannish minis- 
ter of oil, the Jordanian -Dan- 
nish relationship has de- 
veloped on friendly course. 
Prospects for good co-opera- 
tion will be intensified further 
In the coming years. 

“The discussions I had with 
the government here clearly 
demonstrated that there is a 
mutual wish for further co- 
operation. It applied parti cu- 


larlv to three areas, first the 
efficient uee of energy, 
second, the new forms of 
energy particularly wind and 
solar energy. Denmark has a 
'°ng experience as far as wind 
and solar energy are con- 
cerned, for Instance, one of 
the best two windmills in the 
entire world Is produced In 
Denamark. Thirdly, which Is 
Denmark's experience In wa- 


ter treatment. The last prin- 
cipal area, Is the environmen- 
tal consideration. There Is no 
doubt that the level of fossil 
fuel places every requirement 
on our ability to solve the 
environmental problems both 
In Europe and in Jordan, and 
all over the world.” 

As regards price fluctua- 
tions in the oil market, the 
Minister said that, fluctua- 
tions are always a normal 
phenomenon within the world 
oil markets, and that fluctua- 
tions now do not pose a prob- 
lem. Nevertheless, "The un- 
fortunate war between Iraq 
and Iran has not had a drama- 
tic impact on the price of oil 
over the past year," said the 
Minister. 

“Although we haven't had 
any major results so far from 
the West-South dialogue, the 
EC and Denmark will continue 
to press for the creation of a 
better understendlng be- 


tween West and South; thus, 
contributing towards a solu- 
tion of the economic prob- 
lems of the South." 

The Dannish Minister con- 
cluded by saying that, Jordan 
and Denmark have a lot in 
common, as two relatively 
small kingdoms, which over 
the past years, have estab- 
lished good relations and en- 
hanced the level of bilateral 
co-operation. 

In terms of the agricultural 
an , d energy areas the Minister 
said, I feel we have a very 
valuable dialogue which Is 
characterized by the need for 
new energy sources and en- 
v Lt? m ? nta * considerations 
within the framework of con- 
tinued economic growth In 
both our countries. ' 

The conference, he said, 
contributed to a more faceted 
views both in the oil produc- 
ing and oil consuming coun- 
tries.

been pleased to find that the Jor- 
danians share Sweden's belief 
that all environmental protection 
and resource management activity 
must be integrated. She said that 
her talks in Jordan had been "very 
constructive" and that the two 
countries "have a very similar ap- 
proach to questions of energy and 
environment" 

Sweden and Jordan already en- 
joy close co-operation in a number 
of areas. Swedpower has provided 


the Jordan Electricity Authority 
(JEA) with consulting services on 
various aspects of its activities 
and now has co-operation 
agreement in the field of electric 
power supply with the JEA under 
which it is to transfer Swedish 
technical expertise and exper- 
ience to Jordan and also to ex- 
plore the possibilities of expanding 
their co-operation to other coun- 
tries in the region. The JEA is also 
working with ASEA of Sweden on 
the expansion of the national elec- 
tricity control centre while the 
Swedish telecommunications spe- 
cialists Swedtel have a five year 
consultancy contract with the 
Telecommunications Corporation. 

Ms Dahl said she would now like 
to see Jordanian-Swediah co- op- 
eration extend further to the regio- 
nal level and suggested that the 
joint activity now underway In en- 


vironmental protection and use of 
power among the Scandinavian 
countries could provide a model. 
Such co-operation, she said, 
makes possible the development 
of the least expensive, safest and 
most efficient systems in both in- 
dustry and power generation and 
use. 

Sweden has paid considerable 
attention to the question ol envi- 
ronmental protection and resource 
management in recent years, pro- 
moted by the Joint problems of the 
oil price rise and the dangerous 
environmental degradation caused

denca on imported oil have been 1

At one time nuclear power was 
seen as an important energy 
source but the growing awareness • 

of its potential dangers led to a : 
1980 decision to phase out all of 
the country's nuclear reactors. ( 

This was to have been done by 
the year 2010 but, following the 
Chernobyl accident, steps are be- 
ing taken to speed up the process. 

Far more attention is now being 
given to the development of 
Sweden's indigenous fuels, which 
include wood, refuse, peat, straw 
and spent liquor from pulp mills, 
and on integrated planning of en- 
ergy use. Ms Dahl said that 
Sweden now wants to fundamen- 
tally re-structutre Its u9e of en- 
ergy in the agriculture, industry, 
traffic and domestic sectors in the 
way that the country has trans- 
formed its social system over the 
past 40 years. 

The Swedish minister said that 
her government is also planning to 
establish an international institute 
for the development and transfer 
of environmentally beneficial tech- 
nology. The centre will be In 
Stockholm and will be funded by 
Swedish resources but it will be 
staffed by scientists and techni- 
cians from all countries. She 
pointed out that many countries 
now suffering from the environ- 
mental and economic problems 
arising from their continued use of 
expensive and outdated techn- 
ology end of chemicals which 
threaten the welfare of their peo- 
ple and their environment. Deve- 
lopment and better resource man- 
agement must come together, she 
said. 

Ms Dahl also pointed out that 
such problems as desertification 
and famine now so prevalent in 
Africa, have now been shown to 
be the result, not simply of activity 
within the region. The extensive 
use of fossil fuels in the developed 
world is now recognized as a part 
of the problem too, she said. 

According to the Ms Dahl the 
scope, and root causes, of envi- 
ronmental problems are not yet 
fully understood, and conferences 
such as the one held this week In 
Amman are a good way to bring 
tha issue to greater attention. If 
something is not done to tackle 
environment problems on a world 
scale and to stop tha expansion of 
bad technology the Third World 
will, 9he said, face "a catastro- 
phe.'

According to' Dr K anaan.in his 
subject "economic outlook for 
2015", the results of the quantita- 
tive analysis based on a compre- 
hensive econometric model of the 
above mentioned research reveal 
the enormous synergistic effects of 
economic co-operation and In- 
tegration, yielding increasingly 
higher levels of productivity and 
welfare. In the scenario of econo- 
mic integration the lowest rate of 
economic growth in the domestic 
products of Arab countries would 
exceed 7 per cent annually while 
the best that could be achieved if 
the current stale of fragmentation 
conditions continues Is less than 4 
per cent. 

The Minister maintained that 
economic integration will mean the 
removal of all tariffs and non-tariff 
barriers to trade, the free flow of 
factors of production and the Im- 
position of unified tariffs against the 
outside world. 

The minister added that resource 
complementarities on their own 
can not autonomously propel 
themselves toward optimal use. 
The removal of non-economlc con- 
straints requires a fresh mobiliza- 
tion of pan-Arab willpower in a 
determined but pragmatic and gra- 
dualist approach broadened to 
accommodate full participation by 
the private sector. 

According to Dr Kanaan, unless 
complementarity of resources and 


factors of production are trans- 
formed through an appropriate de- 
velopment path into com- 
plementarity of products that re- 
flect specialization by each country 
in activities In which H has compa- 
rative advantage, It cannot be said 
that resource use of optimization is 
taking place.

According to Professor Mabro, at 
the macro-level co-operation re- 
quires more than the removal of 
trade barriers. It Involves preferen- 
tial arrangements for the flows of 
capital and labour and the transfer 
of technology. 

At the micro-level, joint- venture 
Is the most fruitful. These ensure 
co-operation of management, 
capital and labour, but also access 
to markets. 

Energy scene 

Jordan 

JORDAN IS fully dependent on oil 
imports for its energy needs. With a 
per capita energy consumption 
quite high (more than 1000 kg oil) 
for an oil importing developing 
country, the energy sector has re- 
ceived Increasing attention. The 
institutional infrastructure has been 
established within the Ministry of 
Energy and Mineral Resources as 
the central authority for energy 
policy and planning. 

The Minister, through his direct 
control over the Jordan Electricity 
and the Natural Resources Author- 
ities is able to co-ordinate the 
activities In the oil and electricity 
sectors, which allows for an inte- 
grated energy policy. 

In energy planning, the main 
effort has been spent on the collec- 
tion of adequate data. The house- 
hold energy survey, begun in fall 
1986, Is crucial to gaining a relaible 
data base for planning. Tne existing 
information has been computerized 
in a micro-computer-based Energy 
1 information System. The use of 
energy models for demand fore- 
casting and supply optimization is 
planned for 1987.

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KARACHI, PAKISTAN — The Arabian Sea 
laps up lazily to the western extremity of 
the villa gardens as it did for years before 
when Mr Khan tells a guest.

BEIRUT — When Muslim and 
Christians recently Jointed hands 
across the Green Line that sepa- 
rates their communities, it was an 
unprecedented demonstration 
against the division of Beirut by ci- 
vil war and the catastrophic de- 
cline of the Lebanese economy. 

Residents of East (Christian) 
and West (Muslim) Beirut tore 
down the Green Line barricades 
and stood together chanting "No 
to hunger;" labour leaders vowed 
that unless the government moved 
to halt Lebanon's economic slide, 
they would escalate strike action. 

The 300,000-strong General 
Confederation of Labour Unions i 9 
demanding measures to cut an In- 
flation rate now standing at 200 
par cent and an unemployment 
rate of 30 per cent. With the Le- 
banese pound devalued against 
the dollar by more than 00 per 
cent this year, the economy of thrs 
country of some 2.8 million people 
has plunged Into its worst crisis 
since 1975-76. 

Just a decade and a half ego, 
Lebanon was one of the boom 
economies of the Middle East. All 
sectors of commerce and Industry 
were expanding; Beirut was the 
region's principal financial centre 
with more than 80 foreign banks; 
and Lebanon was a major tourist 
destination. Between 1985 and 

1973, growth In Gross Domestic 
Product averaged 8.2 per cent a 
year, manufacturing industry was 
growing by 5.5 per cent, and ser- 
vice Industries by 7. 1 per cent. 

Gross National Product per ca- 
pita grew by an annual average of 
5.5 per cent between 1970 and 

1974. reaching $1,070. 

Then. In March 1975, came civil 
war. The effects on the economy „ 
of 12 yearB of bitter fighting be- 
tween Muslim, Christian, and 
Palestinian factions were studies 
by a leading economist whose fin-, 
dings have been published by the 
Lebanese Central Bank. According 
to Dr Nasser Sakli, a former eco- 
nomics lecturer at the University 
of Chicago, the most visible symp- 
tom of the underlying state of the 


economy is the decline of the Le- 
banese pound against ail major 
currencies. In March 1983, the 
dollar was worth 4.16 pounds. In 
mid- 1987 it was worth 193 
pounds, but In recent weeks the 
currency has been plunging daily. 
On 20 October the rate was 406 
to the dollar; by mid-November it 
was ’in such chaos that banks 
were quoting rates of between 
480 and 600 to the dollar. 

The effect on low and middle- 
income families has been devas- 
tating. Two Increases In the mini- 
mum wage this year of 40 per 
cent and 100 per cent have failed 
to keep peace with a massive 
escalation In price of food, medi- 
cine and con Burner goods. Some 
families are having to do without 
meat, eggs, cheese and fruit, and 
Instead of luxuries are buying sta- 
ples such as lentils, sugar and 
rice. 

Many are able to feed themsel- 
ves only because of cash remit- 
tances from relatives overseas. 
Others are selling personal ef- 
fects, includlngjewelbry , to buy 
essentials. Thousands of poor 
pick through rubbish mounds for

— A sharp reduction in the level 
of domestic production and in- 
come. accompanied by an even 
sharper decline in investment 
spending. 

— Segmentation of the labour 
market and economic activity, re- 
sulting In decreased domestic lab- 
our mobility.

-- Migration of professionals and 
skilled workers, leading directly to 
a reduction in productivity of semi- 
skilled and unskilled labour, sub- 
sequent reduction in their real 
earnings "and even sharper ine- 
quality in the distribution of in- 
come." 

— A drop in the ratio of males to 
females. This has led to a greater 
number of women in the labour 
force, an increase In the propor- 
tion of households headed by 
women* and a sharp rise In the di- 
vorce rate.

The invasion provoked a 10 per 
cent drop In the level of real in- 
come in 1982 and started a down- 
ward spiral of economic activity. 
By 1985, real income stood at 60 
per cent of Its 1974 level. 

Despite a short-lived revival in 
1977, Saidi says, the economy 
has never recovered from the Ini- 
tial violence and destruction of 
1976-76 and the current deep 
recession "appears to be a further 
deterioration rather than a new 
phenomenon."

"Annual expenditure has beer 
rising by almost 40 per cent as the 
government struggles to provide 
basic services and to subsidize 
bread and petrol. But revenue 
sources have been drying up." 

A crucial loss has been Cus- 
toms revenue, a result of ports 
and roads being controlled by pri- 
vate militias. At one time Customs 
receipts covered 40 per cent ol 
public expenditure. Income tax 
receipts also have dwindled and 
half the country's electricity bills 
are reported unpaid. 

"In effect, the economy has be- 
come cantonized, just as politically 
Lebanon has all but ceased to ex- 
ist as a unitary state,".

LONbON - After more than a 
year of negotiations, Iran and the

For Tehran, the accord lays the

Yedlot Ahronot, Israel's blggest- 
selling newspaper, headlined a re- 
mark by Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin that although the army had 
advance warning of the impending 
attack, the steps taken were Insuffi- 
cient.
